Egg Show And Poultry School Here 
Last Week Attracted Visitors From 


Poultry flock owners, hatchery- 
men and others interested in poul- 
try from 10 South Alabama coun- 
ties attended the Second Annual 
Biba Poultry School and Her 
Show held here Friday and Sat- 
urday of last week. Counties rep- 
resented were Covington, Butler, 
Geneva, Houston, Henry, Lee, Ma- 
con, Montgomery, Pike and Coffee, 


Two discussions featured the 
Friday morning session. R. B, 
Jones, chief of the Poultry Divi- 
sion, State Department of Agri- 
gulture, discussed the culling and 
selecting of poultry for breeding 
and egg production. A, A, Mid- 
dleton, State Poultry Inspector, 
spoke on grading and selecting 
eggs for hatching and market, 

Those who attended the Friday 
session were treated to a fried 
chicken dinner at noon with the 
Elba Hatchery furnishing the 
chicken and the flock owners the 
salad and dessert. Many of the 
visitors remarked that this was 
the best friend chicken they had 
ever eaten, That was because the 
fryers were grown in _ battery 
brooders and were mash fed, There 
is no comparison with fryers that 
are allowed to run at large, as 
they are not near.so tender and 
sweet, The dinner was prepared 
under the direction of the voca- 
tional home economics teachers 
and class of girls, 

Haygood Paterson, State Com- 
missioner of Agriculture, was the 
principal afternoon speaker, ‘The 
farmer,” he said, “is the only cre- 
ator of wealth, and right now the 
best market for the farmer is 
placing enough food of the right 
sort on his own table. But no 
general farm prosperity can be at- 
tained under the system of the 
average farmer. Frankly, he is 
too busy playing checkers at the 
crossroads store while work on 
the farm is waiting’ to be done.” 

Mr, Paterson stated that the 
value of meat production on the 
farm had been proven in Pickens 
County, where no farmer who 
milked cows of his own was placed 
on relief rolls. For further proof 
by virtue of cash crops, he point- 
ed out that 150 laying hens were 
worth as much to the farmer as 
seven and one-half bales of cotton. 


Other speakers during the af- 
ternoon included W. T. Moore, lo- 
cal poultryman of the Basin com- 
munity; A. A. Middleton, who 
spoke on Care and Management 
of Baby Chicks; Alexander Nunn, 
managing editor of The Progress- 
ive Farmer, Birmingham; Atticus 
Mullin, of The Montgomery Ad- 
vertiser; Dr, I, A. Hammer, Troy 
State Teachers College; HK. W. 
Norris, poultryman of Montgom- 
ery County; J. E. Pittman, chair- 
man of the county school board; 
George Harris, State Department 
of Agriculture; F. G. Bridges, 
hatcheryman from Notasulga; W. 
D. Rowland, hatcheryman, of Opp; 
Baxter Collier, State Poultry In- 
spector, and C. EH. Sherard, voca~ 
tional teacher, Samson, 

The Friday afternoon meeting 
was also attended by the Coffee 
County Council of Workers. 

Mr, W. T. Moore heid attention 
of the audience for thirty minutes 
quoting facts and figures which 
he relayed from a record book he 
has been keeping for ten years on 
his poultry and farm operations. 
He mentioned dozens of different 
articles and items which he had 
swapped eggs for or used egg 
money to buy. His 250 white leg- 
horn hens have been a life saver 
to him during these years of low 
price farm products. Mr. Moore 
gave example of egg prices on 
various days of months during 


“many months of the past ten 


years. A new poultry phrase was 
heard when Mr. Moore mentioned 
the fact that during his first year 
in the poultry business when he 
did not have enough hen nests 
and his egg production fell off, 
he stated that he was out in the 
woods near the chicken house one 
day and “lo and behold, eggs were 


scattered broadcast all the 
woods,” 

B®. W. Norris of Montgomery 
County spoke Friday evening on 
the poultry and egg outlook for 
1941, He also gave an interesting 
talk on what he was doing with 
his own flock of 8,000 hens and 
4,000 turkeys, 

A motion picture filmed in tech- 
nicolor showing poultry improve- 
ment work being done in Alabama 
was shown by R, B. Jones, of the 
State Department of Agriculture, 
Several Coffee County flock own- 
ers recognized themselves in this 
picture, 

Visitors at the evening session 
included Mr, and Mrs. J. T. Boy- 
ette, hatchery operators of Slo- 
comb; Mrs, J, W. Atkinson and 
J. W. Jordan, hatchery operators 
from Andalusia; C, V. Shell, poul- 
tryman and R, O. P. breeder of 
Chapman; Ted Shrewer, Tuscaloosa 
hatcheryman, and Miller Shep- 
herd, teacher of vocational agri- 
culture, Abbeville. 

During the Saturday morning 
meeting R. B, Jones discussed the 
R, O, P. breeding project at Au- 
burn and the advantages of the 
R. O, P, breeding program in the 
State. Alabama is the only State 
in the Nation having such a proj- 
ect and the Alabama program is 
gaining national recognition, Mr. 
Middleton discussed housing, con- 
trol of insect pests, vaccination 
against fowl pox, and answered 
many questions brought up by the 
flock owners. 

Prize awards in the egg show 
were announced Saturday morn- 
ing. Placings in the White Shell- 
ed egg class were: QO, T. Parker, 
first; L. B, Moody, second; W, T. 
Moore, third; Roy Barlow, fourth; 
H. H. Fuller, fifth. 

In the Brown Shelled egg class 
F, EB. Meek was first; Mrs. B. D. 
Tucker, second; Mrs, J, C. Jones, 
third; Mrs, J. F. Collier, fourth, 
and Mrs. Joe Donaldson, fifth. 

Some 30 flock owners who own 
more than 2,000 bloodtested hens 
in the Elba area and who are*co- 
operating with the Alabama and 
U. S, Poultry Improvement Plan, 
were present and had on display 
eggs or a pen of chickens repre- 
senting one of the following 
breeds: White Leghorns, White 
Rocks, Barred Rocks, Rhode Is- 
land Reds and New Hampshire 
Reds. 

Photographers representing the 
State Chamber of Commerce, The 
Montgomery Advertiser and The 
Dothan Wagle attended parts of 
the program during the two-day 
poultry school and egg show and 
made representative pictures of 
this annual Elba event, which were 
very generously used by the daily 
press. 

It was regretted by those in 
charge of the program that Prof. 
J, BE, Ivey, Extension poultryman 
from Auburn, could not appear on 
the program, on account of being 
confined to his home with flu, and 
also that Mr. R. EB. Cammack, 
State Supervisor of Agricultural 
Education, was unable to attend 
and discuss the subject assigned 
to him for the Friday afternoon 
meeting.

POISON BEING DELIVERED 
IN COUNTY RAT CAMPAIGN 


According to Coffee County 
Health officials, citizens of the 
county are responding in a fine 
way in the campaign to rid the 
county of rats. The campaign 
started last week and from every 
community visited the cooperation 
has been splendid, 

Poison already mixed with meat 
or cereal is being delivered to 
every section of the county this 
week, These deliveries started 
Tuesday morning, but we are only 
giving below the places and time 
of delivery for today (Thursday) 
and Friday. Look over this sched- 
ule and if you want to help in 
this campaign meet at the place 
named at the hour given and you 
will be supplied with the poison 
free, 

Dr, Weidner, county health of- 
ficer, stated Tuesday that the cam- 
paign in Blba and New Brockton 
had been completed, that is so far 
as putting out the poison, Kinston 
was the next town on the pro- 
gram, After the poison has been 
out one week and you still see 
rats on your premises, Dr. Weid- 
ner asks that you notify the 
Health Department, giving your 
name and address, as well as the 
location of your home, and a sec- 
ond supply of poison will be given 
to you. 

Here is the delivery schedule 
for today and tomorrow: 


Thursday Afternoon, January 30

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COTTON STAMP PROGRAM

At our series of meetings recent- 
ly, the agent discussed certain 
known provisions of the Cotton 
Stamp Program. Since that time, 
the agent has obtained additional 
information, This additional in- 
formation is as follows: 

“Farmers in Coffee County will 
receive stamps for planting less 
than their 1941 Cottom Acreage Al- 
lotments or their 1940 Cotton 
Measured Acreage, which ever is 
lower, at the rate of 10 cents a 
pound times the normal yield of 
the underplanted acreage, up to 
$25 per family in the case of 
share-croppers, tenants, and own- 
er-operators. Owners of more than 
one farm, or of a farm operated 
by more than one tenant, may 
qualify for up to $50 worth of the 
stamps, based upon their share of 
the crop. Underplanting cotton in 
1941 will not affect his cotton al- 
lotment in 1942 and subsequent 
years, Cotton stamps received by 
farmers under this program can 
be exchanged at retail stores for 
any cotton goods made entirely of 
cotton, grown and manufactured 
in the United States. 

“The following is an example 
of how the new program would 
operate in the case of a farmer 
with a 10-acre allotment in 1941, 
and who planted 10 acres in 1940, 
and a normal yield of 250 pounds 
per acre. This farmer, if he 
planted: within his acreage allot- 
ment of 10 acres, would receive 
full conservation and parity pay- 
ments under the program. How- 
ever, if he wishes to participate 
in the supplementary program, ne 
could reduce his plantings by one 
acre, or have a total of 9 acres, 
For the acre reduced, he would 
receive cotton stamps at the rate 
of 10 cents per pound for the 250 
pound normal yield, or $25 worth. 
If a farm with a 10-acre allotment 
had only 8 acres planted in 1940, 
a reduction to 7 acres for the 1941 
crop would be necessary to earn 
$25 worth of cotton stamps, if the 
yield were 250 pounds of lint per 
acre. He could then exchange the 
stamps at his local retail store for 
cotton goods, The merchant would 
redeem the stamps, at face value, 
from the Surplus Marketing Ad- 
ministration,”

AUBURN, Ala,—John Ivey, ex- 
tension poultryman, is advocating 
that Alabama poultrymen have 
some of théir chicks hatched in 
January, 

“Although some of our poultry- 
men are well stocked with laying 
birds during the summer period 
when eges are in great demand 
and prices are satisfactory, still 
too large a number of poultrymen 
make no provision to supplement 
their laying flock with ready-to- 
lay pullets,"” he says, 

“Since the most satisfactory 
price for eggs is normally to be 
secured from around the first of 
July through the summer and fall 
months with prices usually show- 
ing a sliding off from about the 
middle of December on through 
into the spring, provisions should 
made by the poultryman to 
have at least a fairly large pro- 
portion of his pullet flock mature 
and laying eggs over a reasonably 
good portion of this period, 

“Another most important ad- 
vantage of some of the chicks be- 
ing hatched early is the fact that 
brooding equipment of various 
types normally is not in use at 


be 


this season and can be _ utilized 
without additional overhead in- 
vestment. Since yearling birds, 
nearing the completion of their 
laying year, are in a very declin- 
ing rate of egg production and 


Since their numbers are conspicu- 
ously less than those originally 
housed in the preceding fall, a 
few early hatches will tend to 
equalize production over the low 
production period,” 


Alabama farmers produce 
enough potatoes for the entire pop- 
ulation but a year-round supply of 
white potatoes is not available. 
The yield of white potatoes is large 
enough to make production possible 
so that with storage facilities the 
entire population could be supplied.

“Responsible for the drunkards of 
my community? Not me; I am 
against the use of intoxicating liq- 
uors.””

God is very severe in judgment 
upon those who tempt others. Of 
course He condemns the one who 
gives another a drink of iquor, 
Nothing could be more despicable 
than thus to start a man or woman 
on the way to a drunkard’s grave. 
There can be no question about the 
guilt of the one who makes the stuff 
and the one who sells it. But be- 
yond that, those are guilty who 
share in the profits from such a busi- 
ness, who rent their buildings for 
the manufacture or sale of liquor, 
who vote to legalize its sale or sup- 
port politicians who do such things; 
in fact, everyone who encourages, 
condones, or in any way profits, 
whether directly or indirectly, ‘from 
‘the traffic.”” Are you still ‘not 
guilty’'? 

I. Do Not Fail Your Brother 
(Gen, 4:9-12). 

Everyone who says, ‘‘Am I my 
brother's keeper?’”’ classes himself 
with the murderer Cain, Certainly 
I am my brother's keeper. This is 
the positive side of the matter. It 
is not enough that I do not tempt 
my brother, The question is: ‘‘Have 
I neglected to do anything that I 
could and should have done to save 
him?” : ‘ 

That makes it my positive busi- 
ness to eliminate every possible 
temptation. It means that the 
Christian is vitally concerned about 
the taverns, road houses, dance 
halls, and what not, which entrap! 
and destroy our young people. It 
is not enough to passively lament 
their presence; we must actively 
seek their removal. It can be done, 
and is being done all over the land. 


Il. Do Not Offend Children (Mark 
§:42). 

The Lord holds His followers to 
a high measure of responsibility re- 
garding the children whose lives 
they touch, whether they be in their 
own family, or in the community in 
which they live. 

Children are innocent until their 
elders make them otherwise, In 
their innocency they are trustful and 
ready”to learn. Their knowledge of 
the right way to live is received 
from their parents and other grown- 
ups, and (mark it well!) they learn 
more from what we do than from 
what we say. 

Here is the question each one of 
us should honestly face right now: 
“How does my daily walk influence 
the children who see me?"’ Let us 
answer that in the light of verse 42, 

IV. Abstain From Evil—Judgment 
Is Coming (Mark 9:43-48; I Thess. 
5:22). 

The Christian is called to abstain 
from ‘‘all appearance of evil’’ or, as 
the Revised Version puts it, ‘‘every 
form of evil’ (I Thess. 5:22). That 
may call for the sternest kind of 
self-denial (Mark 9:43-47), but why 
not? We do not follow a Christ who 
sought for Himself the way of ease 
or comfort. He gave Himself in 
complete and willing sacrifice, going 
even to the death of Calvary’s tree 
for us. Do we then falter and seek 
the easy way? 

The fact that there is a day of 
judgment to come is something to 
remember, but may we not stress 
the other side of the truth. ‘The 
very sternness of our Lord’s stric- 
tures regarding the importance of 
self-denial only serves to enhance 
the value of the privilege we enjoy 
in being citizens of the kingdom of 
God, If it is worth the loss of a 
hand, ‘a foot, or an eye to gain that 
life, then, in view of the great value 
we place on these members of our 
bodies, how great must be our di- 
vine privilege. Christianity is not 
merely a negative religion, but it 
takes the negative similes to show 
us the positive glories’? (Dr. John 
W. Bradbury).

hold about two thousand cuttings. 

This week the first two homes 
of F, F. A. members were land- 
scaped from the old cuttings, at 
no cost to the boys. Plans are in 
progress to landscape many more 
homes this year and all of the 
plants will come from the F, F, A. 
plot. 

The boys hope to be able to 
landscape the home of every boy 
who enrolls in F. F. A, work in 
Elba for the next few years.
